The Defense in the Emma Bond 
Case Now Defined. 


They Claim to Be Prepared to Upset the 
Prosecution—Miss Bond will Go on the 
Stand Again—An Odious Reporter— 
Latest From Hillsboro. —

HILLsBoro, int, Vecember 15.—The witness 
Heinlein continued his testimony at the alter- 
noon session of the Emma Bond trial yesterday.

There were three or four 
bunches. Witness and Mr. Bond picked up all 
they saw.

Bride and others were there. McBride said It 
filled only one-quarter of 1he way across, but wit- 
ness replied that it Blled three-quarters across. 
On redirect examination witness said he tried

Henry Crow! testified that he arrested Clementi 
at Biue Mound, on June 30, 1s2...

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* QUEER ANIMALS. 


A new fish—Schedophilus medusophagus— 
lives up under the lobes of a jelly-fish, the 
avimal seeming to distinguish between them 
and others. The fish Caranx melampygus 
lives among the tentacles of the jeliy-fish 
Cau: bessa. 

Professor Noury, director of the Museum 
of Natural Héstory at Elbeeuf,in hunting the 
grebe noticed a nestling bird push its float- 
ing nest from shore, sitting upon its side and 
paddling the nursery that contained the 
eggs, thus conducting it out of danger. 

A German naturalist has discovered a nolo- 
thuria or sea cucumber (Holethuria mauri- 
tius), iw which livesafamily of fishes—Dor- 
ychthys excisus.

The 
other birds tiew about and tried to relieve 
their companion, displaying great solicitude 
at its suflerings. 

A gigantic jelly-fish stranded at Ceylon 
Weighed over two tons and at night gave out 
a light sufficient to read by. In ten days it 
had evaporated so that it weighed only afew 
pounds. In specimens of the genus aurelia 
aurita there is 99.82 per cent. of water, the 
sulid inatter forming a small part of one per 
cent. In targe forms of Rhigustoma there is 
five per cent. of solid macter. 

Professor E!liot, of New York City,ts con- 
ducting some interesting experiments to test 
the sensibility or insensibility of insects 
to pain. A dragon fiy was fastened twwa 
board and its abaumen severed from the rest 
of its budy. The latter was then fed.to the 
insect by piecemeal, which it ate with evi- 
dent relish, the parts eaten of course drop- 
ping out of the severed end. Having eaten 
its own abdomen, it was served with six 
spiders and sixty flies, swallowing them ail 
and losing them immediately, evidentiy suf- 
fering. no pain.

A NEW ORLEANS LESSON. 

In New Orleans yesterday a primary elec- 
tion was carried through successfully by the 
persuasive argument of the revolver, and 
the faction which carried the day 
found three innocent citizens lying mur- 
dered in the streets and a dozen others more 
or less dangerously wounded. 

Tne principal reason why the citizens of 
New Orleans find it necessary to murder 
each other as an incident of a primary elec- 
tion is because State and local political af- 
fairs there are in the hands of bosses and 
every official is required to render homage to 
his liege boss. The police especially are éx- 
pected to be politicians first and policemen 
afterwards. | 

This is what we are coming to in St. Louis 
unless the Governor recedes from his policy 
of paying off his political debts by, handing 
the control of the police over to the local 
bosses. Just at present we are engaged ina 


struggle te see whether the police organiza- 


tion of this city will be used for the protec- 
tion of life and property or for the support 
of bossism, with its accompaniments of cor- 
ruption and political degradation. 

Thus far, we are sorry to say, the bosses 
have prevailed. They have theauthority of 
the Governor to support them,and the opposi- 
tion, though 16ud in speech, is feeble in ac- 
tion. Should they prevail it will not be two 
years before the citizens of St. Louis will 
find the possession of the polls disputed by 
gangs of thugs and roughs, and the right of 
suffrage which they now neglect will then be 
exercised at the risk of their lives.

A FALL of 20 degrees in the thermomecer 
at this period of the year creates a small 
social and economic revolution. Systems 
relaxed by the unusally mild weather are 
braced up with unknown energy and vigor. 
The merchant who had begun to look on his 
winter stock as a poor investnfent prepares 
for a lively time, and clerks hurry and 
bustle under the pressure of business. The 
Christmas season is transformed into a 
glowing success. The children look forward 
to winter pleasures of snow and skating;

Mr, 
Rowse’s bill practically conveys that right 
to the Water Gas Company, whose members 
have boasted that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Philadelphia is behind them. Will 
any member of the Council vote for sucha 
bill?

As the defenuant 
testifbed, Galoway said ihe elder Tears was not 
allowed on the jury “because he was full up to 
here (pointing to his throat), not with sense but 
with rum.” Tears added that Gailoway 
Bard his father had sworn to 
a .© in one of the liquor cases that wus the out- 
growth of the temperance crusade, and that he 
had often crawled home druuk. This was more 
_ thanthe younger Tears would stand, and, al- 
though he did not assault Gajoway, he asseried 
that Galoway was slapdering an beonest man. 
» “What you say about my father,” said Tears, ‘is 
' true about yourself: 

YOU ARE A PERJURED VILLAIN. 
You offereda man money to swear to a Iie.” 
Witnesses testified to the use of his tanguage,and 
Tears himself did not deny it. He pleaded justi- 
fication because of the provocation and also 
on accountaft thetruta there was inthe asser- 
tions he made. Galoway denied tuat he haa given 
ay such provecution,or thathe had ever ‘‘ol- 
ered Dr. Miiler §109 to swear to a lie.’ He 
claimed that he simply saidit was strange tuat 
John B. Tears (if he swore in the Bowman case 
to what was reported), ceuid noi tell what kina of 
liquor it was he drank at Bowman's, when every 
one knew he was so used to liquor.

Two days before his death, Prof, Tice, the eml- 
nent meteorologist and astroonmer, read last of 
the proofs of his almanac for 1884, the advance 
sheets of which were this morning secured by the 
PostT-DIsPATCH. The feature of the almanac, as 
bas been the case ever siuce its publicatiog® was 
commenced,is a forecast of the weather for every, 
day in the year, deduced from the Professor's 
theory that there are meteorological cycles thatare 
fixed and determined by astronomical events. Ac- 
cording tw the theory which has been accepted by 
many scienusts, there are four points in 
the ecliptic, which no planet cab pass without 
creating electric disturbances that affect the 
wiwie selar system. Each plafet, therefore, in 
every revolution of its orbit occasions four me- 
teorological cycies. This theory was evolved by 
the Logue 4 thirteen years ago, and given to the

The primitive Christians recognized 
the power of Cwsar ana paid taxes for the sake of 
peace, bul they abstained from pxrticipation in 
the affairs of government and regarded it as a 
heinous sin for a Christiau to accept office under 
pagan rulers, Here they erred in permitting their 
over-refivned scruples of conscience to Interfere 
with their observance of the mild requirements of 
good citizenship. They obeved all laws except 
those which couflicted with their consciences, and 
these they disobeyed at the risk of persecution 
apd death. Butaman’s dutv asacitiyzen and 
neighbor does not stop with obecieuce to law and 
submission to the constituted authorities. Asa 
good citizen, he must exert some influence in 
politics and must do what he can to secure the 
enaciment of good laws and to compel tieir en- 
forcement. ith great force and clearness the 
author pictures the aebasing tendeucies and the 
nsufficient nature of the ola idolatrous beliefs.

The style of the book is clear and forcibie. In 
some passages the literary form is unusual and 
has a pleasing quality of quaintness and novelty. 


“Fair Words About Fair Women,” by O. B. 


Bunce. 

This isan elegant and beautiful holiday gift- 
book, cleanly and dainty printed, and accom- 
panied with elegant illustrations and a handsome 
frontispiece representing an ideal female head. 
Tbe volume isa collection of short and pleasing 
poems, written in praise and exaltation of woman. 
The range of English poetry comprehends a vast 
wealth of noble tributes to the beauty, worth, ex- 
cellence and virtue of woman, andin compiling 
a work of this sort one would be embarrassed 
with the ample material before him. Mr. Bunce 
has made his selections with an unerring artistic 
instinct, and with a refined and delicate taste. 
The poems include—along with a host of old favo- 
rites—some that are little known, and yet are 
80 pretty that itis hard to see how they have es- 
caped general notice and popularity. 

The contents of the volume are divided into 
eight divisions, called “Evenings.” The first 
evening opens with Adain’s description of Eve, 
from *Paradise Lost,” and is a most ap- 
provriate beginning for the volume. Indeed, 
it wonla have been hardly possible to make a 
more suitable selection for the first poem. Ten- 
nyson, Moore, Schiller, Campbell and others fur- 
nish the poems for the first evening. 

The second evening is mainly filled up with 
dainty tributes from the old English poets, trom 
Spenser to Waller. The second division, or evep- 
ing, contains some charming examples of the sly 
grace, the quaint beauty and the delightful fresh- 
ness aud simplicity which make the old English 
love poems so pleasing and popular. 

The third evening is entirely taken up with 
beautiful and delicate female portraits, all fur- 
bished by Tennyson. In the most refined and 
artistic oo of the purest and loftiest 
types of womanhood Mr. Tennyson is at his 
best, and is unsurpassed. In sucii work as this 
his art istreest and best and his triumphs the 
most conspicuous. Itis chiefly in shorter poems 
like these that Mr. Tennyson vindicates his claim 
to the most supreme mastery of English rhythm 
anda versification. 

The fourth evening comprises beautiful short 
poems aud love songs from various sources, 
especially from the works of Moore and Burns. 

The fiith evening presents a choice collection of 
translations, culled from the poetical treasure- 
houses of many languages, including some dainty 
specimens of amatory Greek poetry, and Pe- 
trareli’s beautiful poem, *To Laura's Eyes.” 

The sixth evening is devoted to selections tend- 
ing to illustrate the playful passion and the many- 
mvoded caprice of the gentile sex.

Frank Gaiennie and D. R. Francis 
the Presidential Candidates. 


Members Whose Names are Mentioned for the 
Other Offices. 


The election for officers of the Merchants’ 
Exchange is rapidly approaching, and is now 
beginning to excite some interest among the 
members. Outside, however, of the stand- 
ard bearers, otherwise known as the presi- 
dential candidates, there has not been many 
names mentioned in connection with the 
different offices to be filled. A question that 
will cut a prominent figure in the cam- 
paign and election will be the mem- 
bership scheme.

Others believe in a system of lile insurance, 
whereby the members are to be assessed a 
certain amount on the death of each mem- 
ber. The retirement scheme is the one, how- 
ever, generally favored, and the candidate 
for president who comes out broadly upon 
that platform will undoubtedly have ‘a 
strong following. The only candidates so 
far, or that probably will be brought for- 
ward for the presidency, are Frank Gaiennie 
and D. R. Francis. Asthe former was one 
of the principal framers of the series of rules 
that provided for the purchase and retire- 
ment of memberships, and which were de- 
feated when brought before the Exchange, 
and as he is well kmpown as still an ar- 
dent supporter of this scheme, it 
is admitted that he will befthe champion of 
the friends of the measure in the coming 
election. Mr. Gaiennie is actively engaged in 
the provision business here, extremely popu- 
lar among the dealers in that branch of busi- 
ness, as well as generally so amoung ali the 
members. He is recognized as a man of 
clear, business sense, an excellent speaker 
and of pronounced executiye ability. He 
made a very strong race against J. C. Ewald, 
the present incumbent, iast year, and is 
said to have the piedged support of some of 
the powers on ‘Change. His opponent, Mr. 
D. R. Francis, isa young map, but well 
qualified to represent the saying of ‘‘an old 
head on young shoulders.” ‘lhe head of one 
of the leading commission houses of the city, 
he represents the grain receiving and ship- 
ping interests, eing largely engaged 
in the European exportation of grain 
and handling a heavy amount of grain con- 
signed to this market.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Bates of Sundry Supplies that Cheer 
the Inner Man. 

The game marketis brisker this week, with a 
strong Eastern demand. The coming Christmas 
festivities have increased the supply. Venison 
steaks are worth 25c for choice cuts and 20c for 
roast. Kansas jack-rabbits are coming in plenti- 
fully and bring 40c. Mallard duck are worth 50c 
a pair, teal duck 650c. Grouse are worth 


$1 a pair; quail, $1 50a dozen; pheasants, $1 25a 
pair; dressed chickens bring from 20 to 35c. The 
cold snap of the past few days has increased the 
demand for turkeys, which have been scarce ow- 
ing to the unseasonable weather. 

The vegetable market remaing about the same 
as last week, with an abundant supply to meet 
the increased demand. Fine, large seasonable 
cabbage bring from 10c to 26c a head; oyster 
plant, three ounches for a dime; three heads 
of onions for 10¢; soup vegetables, three 
bunches for 10¢ ; apples 35¢ a 
a peck; beans, 15c a quart; onions, 25c a peck;

. KURILEANS. 


An Arctic Archipelago and _ the 
Wretches Who Make It Their Home. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


Anything more cheeriess and unlovely 
than the lives of the Kurileans can scarcel 
peimagived. Livingon whatis not muc 
more than a succession of huge stepping- 
stenes from Kamschatka to Japan, they are 
exposed tothe full fury and rigor of the 
winters of the far North. ‘The late spring 
is comparatively pleasant, but with the 
summer come on such fogs that an impene- 
trable wall seems to be raised between the 
islands and the rest of the wurid. The fogs 
clear off, there is.a brief glimpse of a low 
sun, and then the bleak winter comes down 
biackiy again. Nota thing growWs on the 
islands except muss, the whole group being 
destitute of tree, or shrab, or biade of grass. 
For food the natives depend upon whatever 
they may catch in their fishing and hunting 
expeditions, with the rare addition of a ltit- 
tle bear’s meat whenever B.uin is adventur- 
ous enough to swim off from the mainiaid. 
Just as the i-lands are destitute of foliage, 
so they are of animals, the only creature on 
them, besides the natives, being a breed of 
small, swift foxes. The habits of the Kuri- 
leans are in keeping with their surround- 
ings. 

A HOMELESS RACE. 

Hardy and adventurous, having no such 
word as home in their meager language and 
no appreciation of such an institutiun, they 
roam in their canoes from isiand to isla: 
kiliing whatever breathes, putting up rude 


ters, but generally despising anything like 
shelter and jivingin their boats. Se little 
are they used to the arts of construction, 
that, unlike their fellow-natives, they do nut 
buiid skin canoes, but make up what are 
called baidara, a ciags of craft that is as 
primitive as the rest of their habits. Wrecks 
are not infrequent, and the islanders wan- 
dering aioug the shore pick up whatev.r 
driftwvood,may be scaitered about, the wom-, 
en being geverally engaged in this harves- 
of flotsam and jetsam. ‘The pieces are rude 

ly tied towether with thungs in the shape of 
a long-box and calked with moss. The 
roughness of the eiemeuts and the rough- 
ness of the work are not particularly con- 
ducive to seaworthiness, and they generally 
spring a heavy leakan hour after they are’ 
jauncned. ‘To keep them aflvuat the Kuri- 
leans aiways putaioad of moss and a 
cvupie of women on board, the moss being 
te stup up whatever cracks May open and 
the wowen being empioyed in this work 
with a bunch of moss and a piece of stick, 
daubing any particulariy obstinate crevice 
with a sump of seal-fat. 

DESERTED CONVERTS. 

Nomadic as they are, the Kurijeans have 
stili sume sort of a capital, and maxe infre- 
quent and erratic visits to the village of 
Shumshu, which, after all, is littie more 
than a coliection of huts, now rapidly fall- 
ing into decay and nearly deserted. At 
some unrecorded time orvther a few zeal- 
ous priests of the Greek Church, fired with 
proselytizing zeal, wade a visit to the islands 
and cunverted the guiet natives. They still

HOW DAVY CROCKESLT DIED. 


Thermopylz had Three Messengers of 
Defeat; the Alamo had None. 

To the Kaitor of the Sun. e 

Srr—I see in the Sun to-day an article en- 
titled “‘He Knew Davy Crockett,” in which 
“Olid Uncle Bogardus” is made to tell soine 
avecdotes of the Tennessee hunter. These 
may all be true, but the closi sentence, 
which tells of Crockett’s life and death in 
Texas, is not true. 

“Uncle Bogardus” says: “Crockett went 
to Texas, where, after a series of daring 
military exploits, he was finally kilied at 
Fort Alamo, in San Antonio de Bexar, He 
was one of six survivors who, under prom- 
ise of being spared, at last surrendered, 
and were afterward treacherously put to 
death by Santa Anna’s orders.”’ 

This is alla mistake. Crockett never had 
the opportunity to perform any “daring 
military exploits” in Texas, because there 
was no force of Mexicans east of San Ab- 


41 tonio, and Crockett arrived there from the f 


East just before the Mexican army, under 
Gen. Cos, arrived from the West. 

The Texas forces undertook to defend 
the Alamo, solely to enable Houston to col- 
lect an army that could meet the two Mexi- 
can armies advancing into the country. 
Every wan who went into the Alamo knew 
it would be histumb. Noone surrendered. 
Crockett was kiliedinside the wails while 
defending himself to the last, with his 
trusty rifie used as a club. a 

The only persons who “surrendered” or 
were taken alive in the Alamo, were Mrs. 
Dickinson and her infant girl Angelina, aft- 
erward known as “The Child of the 
Alamo,” and a negro servant, who belonged 
to ur waited upon Col. Travis. 

I was one of the children ‘in the Mission 
Reiugio when it was taken, just previous to 
the fall of the Alaino, by the otuer Mexican 
army uoder Gen. Urrea, and saw the brave 
defenders uf that piace shot down aud iauced 
after they bad surrendered as prisouers ol 
war. 

‘ie stubborn defence of the Alamo enabled 
Hiwuston to coilect the forces with which le 
met aud defeated the uniteu armies of Cos 
and Urrea, under Santa Anna, at San Ja- 
cinito. 

ihe monument to the heroes of the Alamo, 
a piain shatt that stood in the oid State 
House at Austin, has iuscribed on it the 
inost expressive sentencein the Euglish lan- 
guage: T.uermopyie bad three messengers 
of defeat; the Alawmv had none. 

I have often talked with all three of the 
survivors of the Alamo, aud your “Uncie 
Bogardus” is the first persoa | ever beard of 
who said Crockett surrendered. He is mis-

What He Learned About Mormons, the 
Polygamy Problem, etc. 
From the New York World Keport. 


Now, about Utah andthe Mormons, My 
lecture was advertised to take place in the 
theater whit belongs to the Church in Salt 
Lake City, and President Taylor—the suc- 
cessor of Brigham Young—the twelve apos- 
tles, and as many of their wives as could be 
spared, attended it. President Taylor calied 
next day in a carriage and took me through 
the city, which is a yery fineone. I learned 
sume things from him, and had also talks 
with many Gentiles and some ex-Mormoas. 
I tearned from them why they went into it. 
I regard it as having one odious feature— 
well, two, and maybe. three, but it has a 
good, healthy body, on which these cancers 
are feeding. It is a spiritual despotism; ab- 
solutely it 18 fuunded on fanaticism and ig- 
vorance; absviutely founded. on the literal 
acceptauce of the Old Testament, and I don’t 
see how a‘iman that believes in verbal in- 
spiration can throw stones at the Mor- 
mons. Are they polygamists? So were 
the Old Testament saints. What sort 
of a Mormon was Solomon? In ail 
his glory be was not arrayed like one of 
these. ‘This people believe in the Bible, and 
in anargument with me, if [ shoud re- 
pudiate inspiration in that sense I should 
not feel their furce, but how a reguiar old- 
fashioned orthodox Presbyterian minister 
could get along with their arguments I don’t 
understand. Aithvugh they have no cere- 
mwoniais, they are One of the strongest Dodies 
of men that exist. In the first piace, they 
bring their »opulation from -the more igno- 
raut population on the globe, aud largely 
from the Southern States. ‘They come there 
very ignorant and very pvor, and are a. once 
distributed and givena portionof ground. 
The land must be irrigated, and the Church 
owns the streams. The Bishops look aiter 
the temporal welfare of the people, aud one 
will be surprised to see the fruitful farms 
that have been established by this ignorant 
people. They become happier men, better 
men aud wiat is it that the Church takes 
tithes? The people areso much better off 
asa general shing that the Mormons pay 
tithes willingly. 

The Morwon people believe in Mormon- 
ism. If our people believed as much in 
Christianity as they do in Mormonism, we 
should see the world revolutionized. They 
believe in hell and im heaven, and that belief 
is the key-note of polygamy. It is notin the 
nature of woman tw desire to have a multi- 
tude of companion-wives, but if the safety 
of her sou! demands it for the sake of the 
Saivation of her sou! she may agree to cur- 
tail her marital riguts on this earth, and it 
is that which sapports that institution.

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| ANIMALS IN AMBER. 


How They are Entombed and Pre- 
\ served for Ages, 

Lizards, Insects, Plants—What Amber Is and 
Where It Comes From—Valuable Discoy- 


eries— American Amber. > 


From the Philadelphia Times. 


**There’s an odd mouthpiece,” said a geh- 
tleman to a Times man, holding out a large 
piece of amber that had been cut into an 
oddly-shapen cigar-holder. The plece was 

rfectly clear, of a rich yellow or canary 

ue, andin the interior was a lizard, as 
periect as if it had crawled in a few min- 
utes before. 

“i got hold of thisin Germany,” continued 
the speaker, “and had it bored so that the 
smoke-tube runs right alongside the crea- 
ture and gives the impression that it is pass- 
ing through him.” 

‘Are such cases rare?” asked the reporter. 

“No,” was the reply, “They are rarely 
seen, but almost every collector has more or 
less of them. In the earliest tines it was 
known that animals were so entombed. Mar- 
tial wrote, A. D. 43: 

“The bee is enciosed and shines preserved 
ina tear of the sisters of Phaeton: so it 
seems enshrined in its own nectar. It has 
obtained a worthy reward for its great toils. 
We may suppose that the bee itself would 
have desired sech a death. 
ore 1640 ‘Thomas May thus translated 

is: 

“Here shines a bee inclosed in an amber tomb. 

As if interred in her own honey-comb, 

A fit reward fate to her labors gave; 

No other death would she have wished to have. 
INSECTS HERMETICALLY SEALED. 

“In all, 800 different species of iusects have 
been found hermetically sealed in this way, 
and many of them eutirely new. They are, 
with hardly an exception, extinct and nearlv 
ali tropical forms. Lothe British Museum 
there is a remarkable coilection of them and 
at Amherst College they havea spider thus 
preserved. The piants that are found en- 
tombed are equally interesting, and Prof. 
Goeppert has described one hundred aad 
sixty-odd species, ail of which are now ex- 
tinct. Various other articies are thus found, 
such as water, pebbfes, bark, fruit—in fact, 
anything that happened to fali in the way of 
the running resin. 

“In olden times amber was much more 
esteemed than gold, Its nature was known 
then, and two thousand years ago Pliny told 
that it was the fussil resin of an extinct cuon- 
ifer succinum pinites. Itis found in many 
countries, but the greatest deposits have 
been found on tue shores of the Baltic, 
where many thousand years ago a conifer 
forest extended from Holland over the Ger- 
man co@st, far into the adjacent countries. 
lt was the resin that dropped from these 
trees, just as we see similar deposits of gum 
on our spruce and other trees of to-day. As 
it ran down it entangled insects, caught liz- 
ards in its sticky embrace, hulding them fast 
and finally burying them@gip, hardening and 
preserving them intact for unknowu ages. 
One of the finest depusits is iocated in the 
Hauptvateriand, where on the Pomerania, 
plains the »,easants take | m the surface 
clay, and pear Brandenb pieces weiyh- 
ing four pounds have been found The ven- 
insula of Samiland is noted for the richness 
of its deposits, aud formerly all the amber 
here was claimed by the Crown, the finders 
being carefully watched by gens d’armes and 
receiving only one-tenth of its value.” 

RARE AND COSTLY SPECIMENS. 

“Are large pieces rare?’ asked the re- 
porter. 

“Yes,’’ was the reply, “both rare and 
costiy. Thereis a piece weighing eighteen 
pounds in the Berlin Museum, lor which 
$1,000 was paid, and previvus to this $5,000 
was refused for a thirteen-pound lump tound 
in Prussia, in the earliest days amber 
seems to have excited the cupidity of man. 
During the reign of Nero an expedition was 
sent to the Baltic coast which brought back 
13,000 pounds of it, including one specimen 
that weighed thirteen pounds. This was 
nearly all obtained from the regular vein or 
belt that lies between Pitlau and Grosz Hu- 
benicken, on the Prussian coast. Here are 
reguiar mines for the workers of amber. 
They extend to a dept hof 100 feet, penetrat- 
ing under a stratuin of sand and clay, then 
into a stratum of bituminous wood {forty or 
fifty feet in thickness. These old trunks or 
remains are more or fess impregnated with 
amber.. ‘Ihe supply dues not diminish, and 
pieces are ond up after storms, showing 
that the ancient forests are now under water 
far out in the Baltic, and the by oye being 
broken off during storms rises and is washed 
up. Such great quantities came ashore 
formerly that the peasants used nets to 
catch it and dredges were used tu drag the 
bottum of the sea. 

“The mines all along the Baltic Coast 
yield yearly about 300,000 pounds, and some 
one has estimated that the amount stiil in the 
aber districtis worth $1,250,000. ‘The vast 
amounts taken seem incredible. yet probably 
since the beginning of this century 2,000 tons 
have been quarried and for the last three 
thousand years over 60,000 tons have been 
taken from the Baltic locality and made up 
into jewelry and articles of luxury. As the 
amber is taken from the mines it is placed in 
baskets and stowed away in Vaults arranged 
according to the size aud quality. In the 
vaults of Patecher Dougias the records can 
be seen ot mining as early @s 1500.’ 

AMBER IN THIS COUNTRY. 

“Ts amber found in this. country?’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Yeu, it ceeurs at Gay Head, Martha’s 
Vineyard and Camden, N. J. in the latter 
place, some years ago, several barrels were 
taken from ‘the green sand, but burned by 
mistake, or rather through the ignorance of 
the finders, .Atthe present day it finds its 
greatest value as an adjunct to the smoker's 
outfit, but in olden times it was considered a 
jewel and worn as such. In aa trish tumulus 
a cup.of amber has been found that would 
hold half a pint.: The Czar of Russia pos- 
sesses a tea-set cut from amber blocks that 
are probably worth much more ‘than treble 
their weight in gold. 

“For commercial purposes’ the raw mater- 
ial is separated into different classes, The 
finest generally goes to Constantinople, there 
being made nto Soathpee. he Reso 
ci eomposed of smailer pieces, are e 
nto beaaine They find a lively sale abroad, 
but go off rather slow bere. A set of amber 
jewelry—pin, n be bonght very 


it comes under the head of gum and is ad- 
initted free. For the last year nearly $59,000 
worth of it was imported, showing that there 
is some demand for it; but, as 1 have said, 
ii comes from smokers. The dealers here 
buy it by the weight; where about 250 pieces 
make a pound it is $1 50, but where four 
pieces make a pounditruns up R. 3 $50 or 
$100, as the case may be. It has ny col- 
Ors. Green is most valued, though others 
prefer black, that matches well with colored 
meerschaum. The real amber yellow, how- 
ever, brings the best pees(' « cloudy is 
pretty, but not so valuable. 
IMITATION AMBER. 

“Curiously enough,’’ continued the speak- 
er, “‘there is more money in the imitation 
ofamber than there is in the real article. 
Various cempounds are used, glass paste be- 
ing the principal. Another mixture is of 
turpentine and caoutchovc, while linseed oil, 
guin mastic and litharge is also used. To 
the latter powdered copal is added, which 
gives the appearance of veins, If you add 
to this precious compound ants of decalco- 
mania you will have the material out of 
which about all the cheap amber goods are 
made. ‘The same thing was on exhibition at 
the Centennial, and many were Geceived by 
the excelience of the work. However, there 
is avery simple method of determining the 
good from the bad, which is to burn a piece. 
If it burns with some noise and does not drop 
orrunitis allright; batif it melts away 
and drops, you may be sure it is some 
of the concoctions mentioned. *Celluloid 
also makes a good imitation of the real 
thing. Speaking of frauds reminds me of a 
curious one that seems to be a regular busi- 
ness. I happened to be up to it, however, 
aud was not caught. I stopped at a railroad 
station some time ago, when a youn 
Englishmen of a pronounced type step 
up and told me a long and affecting yarn 
about having a job offered him in Baltimore, 
ending up by asking me for the loan of $1 30 
offering as security a handsomely color 
meerscbaum pipe, with a fine amber mouth- 
piece. He said | could see it was worth $30, 
but I saw the amber was bogus at a glance. 
However, taking the pipe, Il said: ‘Allright; 
L'il try it.”” He raised all sorts of objections, 
but 1 walked into the bar, filied up the pipe 
and when | turned about he*was gone. he 
first application of heat turned it as white as 
paper. and the coloring was some kind of 
oil. I gave the pipe to the bar-keeper as a 
keepsake. Probably some one buys such an 
one every day in the year. 

‘Yes, reat amber ranges from black to 
white. In Constantinople a pipe-stem of 
real milk white is vaiued at $50 or more. An 
equally valued red hue is produced by treat- 
ing the yellow kind to the action of sulphuric 
acid. Green amber comes principally from 
America, but the black variety is a kind ofa 
puzzle and, chemically, entirely. different 
from the others, in fact, it is not true amber 
in the strict sense of the word, Dut a variety 
of jet or highly oxydized bitumen, and,chem- 
icaily, it lies between cannel coal and *®orba- 
nite. Amber is worked in this couatry and 
in certain temperatures is flexible. Vork- 
men now hold itvver lamps aud actually 
draw it out by hand into required lengths 
and shapes, and in this waya_ pipe-stem 
nearly two feetin length has been drawn from 
a piece of amber 6x4 inches in size. in work- 
ing it for Jeweiry it is first cut into the gen- 
eral shape required with knives, and is then 
turned with a lathe and polished by various 
rer yee Amber dust is used as a varnish, 
aud vdst quantities are sent to China, where 
to burn it is considered the highest mark of 
respect that can be paid a distinguished 
guest.”

THE FAST CIRL. 


A True Story in Five Acts by Rosa 
Keiser. 


Meeting the Strange Man—The Flirtation and 
the Introduction—Leaves Home—ls Be- 
trayed and Desertcd—Suicide and Death— 
Home Again. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yoru, December 15.—The body of Mis 
Rosa E. Keiser, the young woman who shot her- 
selfat the Windsor Hotel, Thursday afternoon, 
remained all day yesterday in Mr. Taylor’s under- 
taking establishment, No. 163 Bowery, where it 
was visited by numbers of people, most of whom, 
Mr. Taylor thought, were drawn there simply 
from motives of curtosity. The features of the 
dead girl showed no trace of the canse of death, 
and, asshe lay in the coffin, she appeared to 
be peacefully sleeping. Her biack hair 
was combed neatly back at the sides 
and she looked beautiful, even in 


death. Her’ appearance is that of a worn- 
an about tWenty-five years cold. The Coroner’s 
deputy made an autopsy yesterday afternoon, and 
Coroner Martin then gave a vermit for the re- 
moval of the body to Utica, Last evening a gen- 
tleman came on for it, and left with it oa the il 
o'clock train last nicnt. 
THE INQUEST WILL BE HELD 
at the Coroner’s office on Tuesday morning at 11 
oclock. Mr. G.W. Dunn, the gentieman in whose 
room at the Windsor Hotel the suicide occurred, 
declined to see any reporters yesterday or [to 
make any statement. Atthe house where Miss 
Keiser has been living, No. 162 West Forty-fourth 
street. the landlady, Mrs. Florence, said that 
Miss Keiser brought excellent references when 
she came there to engage board, about the middle 
of last September, and during the time she had 
lived there her conduct had been perfectiy lady- 
like and free from reproach. With the exception 
of Mr. Dunn she had no gentlemen visitors, and 
as he was frequently 
ACCOMPANIED BY HIS MOTHER, 
his visits were such as any gentleman might pav 
to a lady, and especially as 1 was understood by 
those in the house that be was an accepted suitor 
for her hand, She was alidy of refinement, and 
by her pleasant, ladylike manners won the re- 
gard of allinthe house. Mr. Dunn frequenily 
accompanied Miss Kaiser to the theater, and on 
the first appearance of Patti they went to the 
opera together, after being very friendly for a 
long time. Mrs. Florence said that she no- 
ticed that his visits became less, frequent, 
and on speaking jocularly about it Miss Keiser 
told her that she had reason to fear that a Mrs. 
Alexandre was endeavoring to supplant her in 
the affections of Mr. Dunn. Shortly after this 
Miss Keisertold her that she had been t* the 
Windsor Hotel and had had an interview with 
Mrs. Alexandre, who had assured her that she 
HAD NO CAUSE FOR JEALOUSY, 
for there was nut the least intention on the part 
ofeither she or Mr. Dunn to get married, and 
that Mr. Dunn was not at all the Kind 
of a man that she should fancy for 
ahusband. Detectives Schofield, who is attached 
to the Windsur Hotel, said he thought there was 
uarreling. and drawing near the door he heard 
the voices of fhe three people who were inside. 
What Mr. and Mrs. Dunn said he could not heur, 
as they spoke in their natural tones of voice, but 
Miss Keiser’s voice was loud and shrill, and he 
heard her say: “You have wrongea me, and I'll 
make you sorry for it,”” and in reply to some re- 
mark by Mrs. Dunn she saia, * You're a liar.” 
REPEATING THE REMARK SEVERAL TIMES. ' 
“Tthought from the soundof her voice,” said 
Mr. Schofield, “and her steps, that she was about 
leaving the room, and 1 stepped aside so that it 
should not seem asif Lhad been listening; and 
just then I beard the report of the pistol. I tried 
to open the door, but ber body lay against it and 
prevented my doing so. Mr. Dunn dragged it 
away, and Il entered and lifted it up, but saw at 
once that all was over.” Mr. 8. J. Lovell, 
a private detective, Says that, judging 
from the story “related by Miss Keiser, 
to him on the afternoon of her death she had 
been outrageously treated. “I have been engaged 
in my present business for twenty years.” He

than came from the lips of Miss Keiser. Yester- 
day afternoon the lady called on me at my office, 
suying that si.e bad Leen referred to me by a liw- 
yer, Whose name she did not mention. She said 
that she wished to engage my services in investi- 
gating a case in Which she wis deeply interested. 
She then declared thatshe was the daushter of 
ex-Muyor Paui Keiser of Utica, tow deceased. 
About three years ago she was introduced to Mr. 
Georce W. Duun at a  ~OobDall in Utiea. He 
represented himself as a wealthy gentiemin and 
president of the Old Dominion Copper Mine Com- 
pany of thiscity. They were mutually pleased 
with one another and their acquaintance devel- 
oped into one of extreme intimacy. He 
visited her frequently at her home and fiually he 
betrayed her under premise of murriage. Al- 
though 
THE FAMILY KNEW NOTHING OF THIS 
still her motiver and her relatives ceneraily vio- 
lently oppesed the acquaintance existing between 
the two, and fuaily her treatment was such that 
she, at the solicitation ot Dunn, deserted her 
home and left Utica in hiscompany.

David RK. Dillon and His White and Black 
Wives—His Will. 
By Telegraph t» the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, December 15.—Davia Ruth Dillon 
died on Oc:ober 10, at No. 423 East One Hundred 
and Fourteenth street. His estate was valued at 
$600,000. Dillon was married twice. His first 
wife was Rachael Dillon, a mulatto girl, whom he 
met in Savannah, Ga., many years ago, and who 
bore him several children, who by a special act of 
the Georgia Legislature in 1854 were declared 
legal. Subsequently he fellin love with Virginia 
Ehrlich, a white woman. One of his sons, who 
returvedfrom Kurope, where he had been at 
school, learned of the intimacy and tried to kill 
his father, and afterwards committed suicide. 
Three years ago Mr. Dillonand Virginia Ehrlich, 


whom he had married fn the meantime, moved to 
this city. Rachael Dillon, the deserted colored 
woman, sued her husband for desertion and all- 
mony and was successful. 

SHE THEN SUED FOR DIVORCE, = 
but the case Was compromised. Beliore bis death 
Villon drew up a will, which was offered for p*o- 
bate on October 13. He provided for several of 
his old slaves, one eof whom he christened Danie! 
Ruth Diilon, whe was “always a cood, honest, 
faitufui and true black,” apd directs, in case ot 
his death, that he shall be buried wherever he 
dies. Heattemptsin the willto make an equal 
division of his property, real and personal, be- 
tween his white an black wives. To 
his white wite he bequeaths “all moneys, 
stocks, bonds o1 evidences of debts in New York 
City, but not in Georgia.”

Compromising with the Gas Company—The 
Elevated Railread Bill Engrossed. 

The City Council session last evening was taken 
up with the consideration ofa bill looking to a 
compromise of the claims of the St. Louis Gas 


Company against the city. The preamble of the 


bill sets out that, under a judgment of the Court 
of Appeals, the city was indebted to the gas com- 
pany for gas consumed in the gublic lamps 
between October 30, 1867, and h 1, 1873, in 
the amount of & certain judgment -for $746,178 70, 


annum from May 16, 1880, the day said judgment 
was rendered ; also for $81,246 14 for gas consumed 
from December 1, 1875, to May 31/1874; also $45,- 
043 50, the recelyer’s compensation during the 
time the company was in the pands of a receiver, 
ana also reciting ether demands of the gas com- 
pany against the city, now pending in the 


courts. 

The Committee on Ways ana Means, after sev- 
eral meetings, came a concTusion yesterday, 
—- was embogied in the following amend- 
ment: 

“The Mayor and Comptroller and Auditor are 
hereby authorized and directéd to settle, adjust 
and extinguish the above disputed demands by 
delivering tothe St. Louis Gaslight Company 940 
bends of the City of St. Louis of $1,000 each, bear- 
ing date January,1, 1884, and maturing in twenty 
years thereafter, said bonds*to have semi-annual 
interest coupons attached, and to bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent per annum, and upon the 
delivery of said bonds to said company all pro- 
ceedings In the above mentioned case and de- 
mands shall be forever discontinued at the costs 
of the Gaslight Company, and all judgments 
against the city and all orders therein imposing 
costs or expenditures on the city shall be entered 
of record by the Gaslight Company as fully satis- 
fied and discharged.” 

The amendment was adopted and the bill ov- 
dered to engrossment by a vote of 8 to 4, Measrs. 
Cummings, Parker, Straub and Temple voting iu 
the negative.

Bills were ordered to engrossment providing 
for three assistant operators in the fire alarm tele- 
graph office: increasing the salary of the assist- 
ant treasurer to $2.400, and the treasurer’s clerk 
to $1,800, and a lowiug the coroner a stevograpber. 
The bill regulating the ganee of street ruilroads 
was laid over uutil next Tuesday evening. The 
Council went on reeordas opposed to paying 
small-pox patients for clowaing and bedding de- 
groyed on order of the Savitary Office. 

Iu the House of Delegates a communication 
was read from the City Counseior to the 
effect that it was obligatory upon the Assembly 
to provide for wine or beer license in legislating 
upou dramsbops. Mr. Harris thereupou intro- 
duced a bill increasing the price of a beer license 
from $120 to $500 per annum. The bill ordering 
that Tower Grove Park be left open until mid- 
night was passed. A bill taxing telephone com- 
panies 2 per cent on their gross earning, was ord- 
ered toengrossment. The bill thai sought to raise 
a street sprinkling fund by an eXtra assessment 
of 20 per Cent on the present water rates was re- 
jected. At 8:30 o’clock ihe Elevated K iilroaa Bill 
Was taken tp, and then there was a bitter fight in- 
augurated. Frank McManus led the opposition 
to the measure, and Messrs. Cusnelius and Davis 
with him at every part. Mr. Waish came over to 
tothe bil. Mr. Schoenbeck hatroduced a number 
of dilatory motions ‘that had been handed him. 
The City Councelor’s ainendment that all claims 
for damages should be a first. lien upon the prop- 
erty Was passed. The bill was fluaily ordered 
to engrossmeut by a vote ot fifteen to eieven. The 
absentees were HKyvan and Wunn, who were 
“paired,” the former beiug Opposed to the Dill 
and the latter favoringit, Phere is every reason 
to bDehheve pow that the Dill will pass the House 
next Tuesday evening.
